started  out.  They  drove  to  Paterson  and 
tit*  ride  there  was  a  pleasant  one.  Com- 
ag  back  they  got'  along  nicely  on  the 
road  which  ran  cloee  along  the  canal  un¬ 
til  Blob  field  Is  reached.  At  that  pohit 
the  road  eroesee  the  canal  by  a  high 
bridge  which  baa  before  now  baen  the 
eeene  of  a  good  many  disasters.  As  you 
come  down  from  the  bridge  It  Is  a  steep 
declivity,  and  the  horses  becoming 
startled  by  something,  slipped.  Part  of 
the  barneea.

Medical  attendance  was  sent  for  and  the 
Injured  were  kindly  caret!  for  until  they 
eould  he  taken  home.  A  sleigh  was  bor¬ 
rowed  by  which  the  other  members  of 
the  party  returned  home.  On  Sunday 
the  two  young  ladles  were  conveyed  to 
their  homes  and  are  now  under  treat¬ 
ment.  It  was  an  incident  In  the  live*  of 
ell  ooooerned  which  will  be  remembered 
for  many  years,  as  all  were  terribly 
shocked  by  the  severe  fall  aud-  badly 
shaken  up.

Editor  Bloomfield  Record : 

I  find  In  the  local  press  recently  num¬ 
erous  conflicting  state  meets  regarding 
myself.  First  the  public  was  Informed 
that  a  suit  had  been  commenced  by  Town 
Council  to  recover  pension  money  I  was 
with  holding  from  Ann  Snyder,  a  poor 
person.  I  called  on  Mr.  Barrett  at  ones 
who  declared  no  such  action  was  cm. 
templsted  It  wsa  stated  that  I  denied 
having  suoh  money  to  one  of  the  best  and 
most  honored  women  of  our  town.  She 
tells  na*  she  never  authorized  that  state¬ 
ment.  that  she  by  previous  conversation 
with  me  understood  it  all  and  had  perfect 
confidence  In  my  integrity.  Then  It  was 
reported  that  Mrs.  Rnyder  herself  had 
sued,  and  more  recently  with  numerous 
other  mis-statements  I  was  charged  with 
taking  her  from  a  lucrative  position  at 
BJver  Lake,  keeping  her  for  a  year  and  a 
half  and  oo  wau*a,  and  then  cheating  her 
out  of  the  whole  hualnes^  pension  money 
as  well.  These  are  as  the  rest  wrung  en¬ 
tirely,  the  woman  does  not  know  of  Silver 
Lake,  has  never  been  there,  and  came  to 
me  direet  from  the  town  bouse  with  no 
thought  of  wagee  but  simply  for  a  place 
of  shelter  from  what  she  considered  bad 
treatment.  Why  suoh  pains  should  be 
taken  to  bring  me  before  the  public  in 
tb^a  manner  I  will  leave  to  the  leader.  • 

I  have  kno>sn  Ann  Rnyder  for  about 
thirty  years.  She  Is  s  simple  miaded 
woman  and  Illiterate,  oan  neither  read 
nor  write,  has  wotked  occasionally  in  our 
family  for  many  years.  She  joined  the 
iBrpekrial*  Methodist  Church  and  usually 
attended  the  Baptist  Church  twice  a  day 
while  at  my  house.  She  and  her  husband 
grew  old  and  unable-to  work  for  s  living, 
and  I  got  them  In  the  town  house  when 
Mt.  Walkex.  was  .Overseer.  They  took 
charge  of  the  place  for  their  living,  I 
think  two  dollars  per  week.  They  were 
always  yjeloome  to  our  house  and  seldom 
wenthewey  empty.  Three  years  ago  John 
Snyder  died  at  the  I^oor  House,  and  wbrfi 
.firs.  Douglas  was  placed  there  as  mutton 
Mr.  Voorhees  she  made  suoh  ohauges 
ii  Mrs.  Suytler  s  life  and  habits  that  she 
eft  the  House  and  was  for  weeks  among 
the  neighbors,  ns  Mrs.  Douglas  and  she 
could  not  ngreo.  I  with  her  other  friend** 
knew  that  was  her  place,  and  at  the  aollc- 
tatton  of  Mr.  Bliiuuu.  who  sheltered  her 
lor  some  time,  she  went  back.  In  May 
she  came  to  me  ln*B)oon>fleld  saying  she 
would  die  tn  the  street  sooner  than  go 
batk  to  the  poor  house  as  then  managed. 
We  let  her  stay  with  us  looking  all  the 
while  for  another  place  far  her.  She  was 
alW.  Brokaw's  awhile  that  summer,  but 
though  they  relieved  her  very  much  of 
the  heavy  work  she  was  obliged  to  give  It 
up  8he  was  at  Brookdale  part  of  the 
next  winter  and  at  her  sister's  In  Newark, 
coning  back  to  us  sick,  homeless  and 
helpless.  My  wlfs  attended  her  givlug 
her  all  needed  attention  during  a  pro¬ 
tracted  illness.  When  she  recovered  I 
met  Mr.  Voorhees,  the  Overseer,  on  the 
street  and  told  him  that  she  was  s  town 
charge,  that  the  town  should  take  care  of 
her.  I  think  Mrs.  81m cox  was  matron 
then  Mr.  Voorhees  said  I  had  encour¬ 
aged  her  to  leave  the  town  house  and  now 
I  could  keep  her  and  make  the  best  of  It 
I  applied  direct  to  the  pension  office  for  a 
soldier's  widow's  pension.  There  being 
no  record  of  her  marriage  I  was  obliged 
to  do  s  gisat  deal  of  work,  searching  rec¬ 
ords,  obtaining  witnesses  aud  correspond¬ 
ing  with  officials,  hoping  her  pension 
might  help  her  to  live  by  berself  some¬ 
where.  One  year  ago  while  at  our  house 
she  fell  ou  the  ice  and  broke  her  tkigb 
bone.  Dr.  JUJleiy  who  was  oaHsd  Im¬ 
mediately  said  It  was  a  bad  fracture  and 
sha  most  be  takea  to  the  Hospital,  where 
she  still  Js,  able  to  walk  only  with 
ci  u tehee.  Three  months  after  she  was 
at  the  hospital  her  pension  was  allowed. 
I  gave  her  the  money  and  she  cried  and 
said,  now  my  leg  Is  brokso,  what  use  Is  It 
to  ms  hers.  Bbs  than  saksd  my  wlfs  to 
taks  cars  of  the  money  for  her,  and  la 
the  avsotof  her  death,  whlek  then  seamed 
Imminent,  we  were  to  see  to  her  burial 
or  give  her  the  money  when  she  needed 
It  This  Is  understood  by  U>e  authorities. 

After  the  first  payment  I  gave*  the 
papers  to  Mr.  Voorhees  who  I  suppose  Is 
now  drawing  her  quarterly  payments. 
No  one  has  asked  us  directly  for  the  mon¬ 
ey  aud  Mrs.  Snyder  does  not  wsmt  It  or 
aay  part  of  It,  as  she  told  as  yesterday. 
8be  than  told  my  wlfe.not  to  give  It  to 
anyone.  My  regret  Is  that  tbs  latereet 
now  shown  In  the  case  was  not  manifest¬ 
ed  while  her  husband  was  Itvtng  to  save 
him  from  a  pauper  s  death  and  his  widow 
from  so  much  suffering.
